cur. And his estimates were not overrated, when
we look at past history.at the war of the revolution,which lasted seven years. It was our solemn duty
to look at the consequences, and cost of a war inthe face.to count the cost and calculate the conse-

«uenoes The Senator from South Carolina, was
ot beyond the probable estimates ot a war with

England at thia crisis, in placing the expenses at
five hundred millions, ana this was a debt for the
ux-paying people to redeem. The sweat of the
poorest man in the country would be exacted from
him to redeem the payment ot this debt of war
Will not the Preaident of the United Statea take all
these views into consideration 1 Ft he did not, he
must be under the influence ot a most strange and
unnatural fatuity. Mr. Crittenden turned to a re¬
view of the blessings ot peace. It would seem trom
our unparalleled progress that the intellect and
judgment of men had just broken loose trom the
thraldom of th* dark ages. Never had such progresstn the works of art, ot improvement, of < ivilization,been witnessed upon th« tace of the earth. It was
but some 200 years ago that a small band of pilgrimslanded amoug the snows of New England. And
what have been the results 1 Their followers anddescendants have peopled a wilderness, and havebuilt up and established an empire; and the littlechild is now living who will see the day when this
great nationi shall command the suffrages ot twohunared millions of people. We have no conquestsby arms to make in this glorious achievement.
Peace will accomplish it all. And oh! how proudshould we be of this divine inheritance ! It isour's,
our s by peace, and why take up arms in hurryingto-day that which by our destiny we shall tuliil anaaccomplish to-morrow'? But it did appear thatthere were those who were not satisfied with this
rJ! speed we were making, almost transcendiugthe speed of the mind. They were not satisfied,but must have recourse to artificial stimulants to
assist u». For himself he had no fear, but an abi-ding faith in an inevitable, irresistible and unde-'epsible destiny. With this view he looked uponall European schemes as unsufficient to check our
progress, and all such schemes aa M. Guizot's " ba¬lance ol power," if they awakened any feeling at
all, it was something calculated to elevate our pride,that already we should be of so much importance inthe eyes of the kingdoms ot Europe.jLMr. Critten¬
den, in illustration of this branch of the argument,related an anecdote of the French Count VergenneB,of the last century. This count had suggested, that

e 5reat ntt'ion 'he Cherokees, extending west¬ward from the Holsten and lennessee rivers,would act as a barrier, to the progress of the peopleof ">e United States, acrosB the Alleghanies, orthat otherwise they might ultimately penetrate asfar as the Mississippi river- At that day as well asthis, there was an idea in France of establishingthe balance of power, (general laughter.) And filtyyears hence our people would look back with won¬der, at our alarm of to-day, and hastening to seizewhat must soon fall into our hands. It cannotbe avoided, nor arrested, except by our own tollyand wickedness. The glory and beauty of
Pr'nc'ples must extend everywhere.Already we see their radiance diffusing it-¦ch all around. Without drawing a sword, weshall erect an empire more powerful and extensivethan Roman legions ever saw. Why need we,then, go to warl Why hasten to pluck the greenfruit from the tree, when soon it must fall ripe atohr feet! A part cf our conquering element was acharacter of justice to all. Do right to all, and goon and prosper, and lrom us shalf spring an empire

uij-
hold a sceptre such as no Emperor everheld in his hands. But let us not mar our fortune byheadlong rashness, nor arrest thia glorious work..The President would, doubtless, consider all thesethings. There was something redeeming and re-8*"derating in his office, exalting him above partyinfluences, where the interests of all were at srake.He would be proud, in surrendering what is due to

peace, of having done nothing in his day and gen¬
eration to impede the progress and the dAtiny ofhis country. But if he shall use the notice as an
instrument of war, the responsibility that would fall
upon him no language could describe. It ought tobear a lust proportion lo that degree of honor whichwould be his in performing his duty faithfully andwell. Alter a series of most eloquent observations
upon the impediments to our progress which mustresult trom war, Mr. Crittenden came to a notice otthe recent lugubrious lamentations of Mr. Dickin-
.on over the frequent surrenders of territory toGreat Britain. Mr. C. had read the history ot the
country differently, and referred tc the day whenthe boundaries of the country were limited to Maine
and Georgia. Now the S«dat«r from New York,and no other Senntor, knew nut where our bounda
nes were. God only knows; but it they are anywhere, it is just where we please to define them .
After enlarging upon this topic to the edification
and delight of all who heard him, Mr. Crittenden
saic the complaints ot the Senator from New York,about our surrenders of territory, reminded him of
an anecdote ot Gen. Aapp An officer had appear¬ed before Napoleon f>ir promotion. " No, sir,"said the Emperor; " it was so in our day, Rapp;
we were not promoted quite so rapidly." "True,aire," said Rapp," but you have made up famouslyfor it since " And so, said Mr. Crittend-n, have
we. A tew barren hilla may have been surrender¬
ed, but we have gained millions of acres. Mr. C.
next paased to the condemnationa of Senators of
the line ot forty-nine, and regretted them, because
they imputed disgrace to the country, and disgrace
to Jeflerson, Madsson, Monroe, Adams, and all
their successors. He was glad to believe that the
Senator trom Michigan was inclining to the line
ot forty-nine. Mr. Crittenden next spoke of the
alternative of arbitration as a wise and dig-niflsd plan of settlement, aud as a medium, of which no
sufficient reason had been given for it* rejection. From
thane general questions. Mr. Crittenden diverged to a
statement of hit official connection with the McLeod
ca»e, under Oen. Harmon. Referring to the excite¬
ment on both ride* of th* line, attending the Canadian
outbreak of ISS7, and to th* caae of th* Carotin*, ha aaid
it was proved that that low, paltry,bisggsrt and coward,McL*od, w.»a not th*r«, notwithstanding his bo*«t of it,and th* exhibition of his trmi had led to hi* arreat and
imprisonment. Under instruction* from Oan. Harrison,Mr. C aaidh* had proceeded to Lockport, New York,at whioh place, on March 3i, 1819, it had been under¬
stood th* trial waa to come ob. The British governmentbavin* asaum*d th* act of th* Carolina, and demanded
the releas* of McLeod, and having prot«*t*d against
any personal vi*l*nce toward him. th* instruction* of
Oen. Harrison to Mr. Crittenden, (Attorney General,)
were to ae* thst hi* trisl wss so oonducted thai th* re¬
sults might b* put upon record, and if nec*issry and
poaaible, that an appeal might be taken to the SupremeCourt of th* United States. But no unlawful or oppres¬ses interference had been made with the conn* of j ita¬lic* in th* N*w York court*. Mr. Critt*nd*n jnstjfledth* course which the government had pursued lrom the
pr*ced*nt* of Gen Washington's administration in 1794,and from the trial of Asron Burr under Mr. Jefferson, st
Richmond, snd st Chilicoths.

A few moments ago the Senate, by a la ge majority, had

Does he not know how to estimate this body 1 Does he
know how to estimate himself? If he knew himself
better, he would know better bow to act. And he has
risen here to vindicate and urge upon us the House re¬
solutions. All personal considerations with me here
aie merged in my responsibilities as a member of this
body ; and I say the majority of the senators who voted
for what he calls this tremulous sort of thing, are aa
little afraid of tbe*respouaibility and have as little sense
of wrocgiai the Chairman on foreign relations. To be
sure, if tho force of the gentleman's argument was equalto the vehemence of hia manipulations, it would be un¬
answerable. (Laughter.) But he makes himself the
volunteer advocata of the House of Representatives;and 1 rather ihink ho ia a dangerous one to its cbarac
tor. Who is tho House of Reprosentativee I Who ia he
that undertakes to dictate its action aa our govern¬ment ? I would not think so vilely as that Senator seems
to think of the Senate, in supposing that ita office ia
merely to record the votes of the House of Representa¬tives 1 would ask the Vice President, if the senator
from Ohio did not do something more than violate the
rules of this body.every word, it seems to me, that
he said, was a violation of the order and respectdue to the body. Shall he thus attempt to heotor over
us 7 I hope no more such language will be allowed
here. It ia derogatory of the dignity and character ol
the 8enate He says the " President will not
hide behind a bush." Does he mean to soy that
the Senate is hiding behind a bush 7.or does he mean
anything 7 He had spoken of the unanimity of. this
body. I suppose he wishes the unanimity of a minorityin having the majority to come over to them. But sup¬
pose he packs up, and cornea over to the majority.Would not that be a sort of unanimity 7 I consider the
gentleman a sort of standard bearer, and that around him

Mr. Allen resumed. He was not to be alarmed by

the jeers and sneering faces of the Senator from Ken¬
tucky. He did not anow why, on all occasions, the

he any private griefs to avenge7 Mr. A. knew of none.
He thought the Senator bad exoeoded his commission as
Attorney General of the Senate. He spoke ef the man¬
ner of speaking of Senatora. Every senator had his
manner. 7 he senator from Kentucky, for instance, said
Mr. A., makes very wry faces, and I make gestures; I
speak loud. I don't design it to hurt anybody. The people
come here to be amused, and it is, perhaps, proper we
should give them illustrations ef all the passions. 1 give
them tragedy, and the Senator from Kentucky givesthem light comedy. (Laughter.) From these general
remarks, Mr. Allen adverted to the Oregon bill in dia-

Kute; and he contended that, as it provided for grants of
ind over all the territory up to 64 40, it contemplated

the jurisdiction of the government to that extent, as ovor
American territory.

Mr. Crittenden replied to Mr. Allen in language so
severe as to be almost incompatible with the dignity of
the body. Towards the conclusion of this second re-
buke, Mr. Crittenden said he would not go out of his
way to seek oat a quarrel; but if any one should tramp
on his heels or treed upon his toes, in such a supercilious
attack aa this of to-day, if he were bedridden ho would
get up out of his bed to denounce it and repel it.
Some further remarks were interchanged between

the two senators, Mr. Allen disclaiming any personal
application in his remarks ; and Mr. Crittenden declsr-
ing that when such language waa used againat him aa a
member of the Senate, aa he had heard to-day, he for one
would not bear it.

Statea of America and the Kin* of the United Kingdom of
Great Britain and Ireland, for the period of ten yeara. and a.-
terwardt iurfefinitelv exteaded aud continued in foice bv Mo¬
ther convention of the aame paitiea, concluded tneaiithdayof August, in the year of oar Lord one thoueand eight hun¬
dred and twenty-seven, it waa agreed that any ceuntiy that imaybe claitedby either party on the northweal coaat of
America westward of the Stony or Rocky mountaina, now
cemmouly cil>ed the Oregon territory, should, together with
ita harbors, baye and cre.hs,and the navigation ol all rivers
w itli iu the aame, be " free and open" to the veaaela, citizens,and subjects ol the two powers, but without prcjadice to any
claim which either ofthe parties might have to any part of |aaid country ; and with thia further provision, IB the ascoed
article of the aaid convention ofthe aiitn of August, eighteenhundred aud twenty-seven, that rither party might abrogateand annul said couventien, on giving due notice of twelve
months to the other contracting party. ....Whereas, it haa now become desirable that the respectiveclaims of toe United States and Grset Britain should oe deb-
uitely aettled, and that aaid territory may uo longer than need
be remain subject to the evil consequences of the divided alle¬
giance ol iu American and Britiih population, and of the con-
fusiou and coudict of nationtl jurisdictions, dangerous te the
cherished peace aud good nndctatanding ol the two countnea.
With a view, therelors, that steps be taken for the abroga-

tiou of thf aaid convention of the suth of August. eighteen
hundred and twenty -seven, in the mode prescribed in Its se¬
cond arucle. and that the attention of the government" ol both
couutiiea may be the more earueatly aad immediately direct¬
ed to renewed efforts for the amicable settlement of all tnei
differences aad diaputce in reflect to aaid territory.Hesolved by the «en»te aad Hoeaeof Representstivw of the
United Statea of America, in Congress assembled. That ttie
President ot the the United States be, aad he ia hereby author
lted.at hia discretion. to give to the British government the
notice required by its said second article for the abrogation ol
the aaid Convention of the aitth of Aeguat, eighteen hnndred
and iw nty-aeven.

A HEW COLLECTION DISTRICT.
Mr. McClclland.1 rom tea same committee, reported

a bill to eatabliah a collection diatrict of Brunawick,Georgia, which was read twice and referred to tha Com.
mittee of tee whole on the Sta a of the Union.

WHITEHALL D1AWBAC E.
Mr McClelland alao reported a bill to exUnd to

Whitehall and the collective diatrict of Champlain, the
privileges granted by the seventh article of the act of
March 3, 1845, entitled an act " Allowing drawback on
foreign merchandise exported in original packages to
Chihuahua and Santa Fa, in Mexico, and to the British
North American provinces avowing the United Statea.
Tha bill waa laid over, for tee present, and ordered to

be printed.
. ..Other raporta from committeea were made, but the

above only are of general public intereat.
PROTECTION TO IITTLKII II* WIOO*.

The Houae reaolved itaelf into a Committee of the
Whole on the atata of the Union, (Mr. Hamlin in tha
chair) and reaumed the consideration of the bill to pro-tact tha righta of American aettlera in the territory of
Oregon, until the termination of the joint occupation of
the earne.
Mr. J. R. InoaaeoLL, being entitled to the floor, op-posed the bill, aa being o f an indefinite charaeter, decep¬tive, diaaatroua, and inexpedient; and not only indefinite,but impotent, it propoaad that the juriadictlon of Iowa

aheuld be extended over the territory weat of the RockyMountaina; but where waa tha neoeaeity for paaaingthia bill before we knew what portion of it belonged to
ua 7 there beiog varioua and conflicting opiniona m this
particular. Ha bad within tha last few daya received
two books on this subject: we already have Mr. Green-
how'a. Tha French book gives ua to 49, the American
to 64 40, and tha English none at all. If gentlemen in¬
tended to claim to 64 40, let them aay so. It was alreadyinscribed on doorf, fences, and sign posts. Why, than,ahrink 7 Let gentlemen toe the mark. He did not aak
them to put 64 40 in the bill, but to put in what theymeant The great queation waa, whether teia meaaure,if acceded to, waa to result in unnecessary war; if so,they should buckle on their armor, and prepare to fight
it out. Gentlemen ahould pauae ; by precipitate action
they might place our country in I position to England
aimilar to that which it held to Mexico. They had juatlearned that Mr. Slidell had not been received ; and it
might reault that Mr. McLane would not continue to be
accredited, and, aa a conaequence. no negotiation on the
aubject o. Oregon be conducted and concluded.
Mr. Wood aroae, not for the purpoae of making a

apeech, but to offer a substitute for tn* first section of
tne bill.
The Chairman remarked that it would not now be in

order.
...Mr. Wood gave notice that ha would read the amend¬

ment before he reaumed his seat. [Voices." Do it
now."] He sent it to the Clerk, aud it was read, to the
effect that our laws ahall extend over tha territory in a
manner aimilar to the British lawa, (leaving the Q»aa-
tion of boundary with the Executive and treaty-mikingpower,) and not interfering with Britiah aubjecta.It had been aaserted <Jiat thia bill propoaad to go no
farther than the Britiah act: but H was not so; and, at the
request of Mr. Wood, tha Clerk read tha firat act-paaaedby Parliament, from which it appeared that it was de-
figneJ to apply to ail oflencoa committed, not in Lower
or Upper Canada, (and not to come into any conflict
with any civil government of the United Statea of Ame¬
rica,) but in what waa called the "Indian country," andthat country "contiguoue to Canada." Thia act recog¬nized the claims of the United States. He would go as
far aa Great Britain had gone in extending jurisdiction,but he could not entrench on tha President and tha
treaty-making power, and naiat to decide tea queationof title in thia Houae. It waa with that view, aiwl not
for the purpose of making a speech, as he had said, teat
ha aroae to move tha amendment.
Mr. Phelps contended that Great Britain had no rightto the territory, and insisted teat our citizens ahouldoe

protected by our laws. When tea joint occupation shall
have been terminated, then it will become necessary to
aaaart our excluaive righta, unless our title shall be set¬
tled by negotiation. He was unwilling to do any thingto prevant negotiation on tha subject. Entertaining,however, the opinion teat our title is good, and believ¬
ing teat we ara entitled to the whole of Oregon up to
the Ruaaian line, he would be prepared, when the jjintconvention ahall have terminated, to asssrt our righta to
the whole of thia country.
Mr. Rocewell, of Connecticut, took the ground that

our lawa ahould be extended over our own citisena in
Oregon, only until the termination of the joint conven¬tion; beyond teat he waa not willing to go, and beyondthat wa were not required to go by the recommendation
of the Preaident. Thia bill goea beyond that; it waa not
confined to our own citizena at all. It waa not limited
to the continuance of the convention; and on teat groundhe would oppoae it. If theae objectiona could be obvia¬
ted, it ahoula have hia support If, however, the generaldeaire waa to protect our own citizena, withoutiaUrtofc
convention, and if thia was the understanding, ha hoped
that gentlemen on all sidea would coma together, and
act with unanimity.Mr. Wice our claima to Oregon, and insist¬
ed that U waa right to paaa thia bill. He Believed, how¬
ever Grant Britain wanted to fight; ahe had aome old
acoraa to rub out. Tha battle of New Orleana waa a re¬
proach to that proud nation, and ahe didn't feel well un¬
der it. He believed that that government ^intended to
aeek a conflict. The next propoaitlon for aettlement,
ahould come from the Britiah government. She knowa
(from an offer harlng been made by Mr. Polk) what we
ara willing to do, and we don't know what aha will do.
Our duty ia to go forward, and asaert, apeoifically, what
we believe to be our righta. Every vote, therefore,
which he would give, would be given with thia view.
Ha defeated big swelling worda in the law.they re¬
minded him of the boy whistling in the graveyard to
keep hia courage up. He wanted a plain, atraight-for
ward carrying out of tha Preiidenfi ?iiwi with refe
rence to Oregon. If ever there waa a call on Cengreaa
to walk right forward and do what waa right, that time
waa now.
Mr. Jonki, of Georgia, did not believe that there waa a

man in either branch of Congress, or in the United
Statea, but who would, if neceaaary, fight for the line of
40. The pe pie hereafter would be leas diapoaed to
yield than dow. The time may come when the aueation
will be on dividing the territory between 49 and 64 40,
and not whether we will atand on the line of 49. Ha be¬
lieved with the gentleman from Indiana, (Mr. Wick,)
that Great Britain, from the fact that the propoaiUon had
already been made to her. had reaaon to believe that, if
aba ahould return upon us the offer, it would be accept¬
ed by the President It appeared to him that wa ougnt
to vote to extend our laws over our citisena inO regon,
aa tha government of Great Britain did over her citizena
many years ago. _Mr Polloce contended, that Great Britain having ax-
tended har lawa over har aubjecta, we were bound to
extend our lawa over our citizens. He would vote most
cheerfully for an extension of our lawa; the bill, how¬
ever, did not exactly auit his viewa, and ha ahould there¬
fore vote for the amendment of the gentleman from Ohio,
(Mr. Vinton) that nothing in tha act shall be ao con¬
strued, as to deprive the subjects of Great Britain, of
any righta or privilege* aecured to them, by the conven¬
tion or 1817. He hoped that no propoaition, offering acomprom<sa'at 49, would emanate from thia government.Much aa he dreaded the horrora of war, he repeated, hohoped for the honor of the .nation, and the conaistency
snd character of our people, that no propoaition of that
character would proceed from (tee executive branch.
It waa now for England to make an ofter of 49, and for
ua to conaider it. II it ahould be made, ka would not
condemn the President for accepting It; bo must acceptit to be coaaiatant. In all our negotiationa with Eng¬land, Congraaa ahould maintain a firm and dignified po¬iition, for ho would rather loaa all of Oregon, than any
portion of It ahould be preaerved with diahonor.
At a Quarter to throe o'clock, the committee roaa, and
The Houae adjourned.
